| GET MEAGER REPORTS.

The senate 
committee draft provides for termina- 
tion of government control eighteen 
months after peace is declared and 
vests in the president authority to ini 
tiate rates subject to revision by the 
interstate commerce commission. 

Senator Poindexter, Republican, pre- 
sented a minority report in the senate, 
and Senator Cummins, another Repub- 
lican member of the committee, plans 
to make one on Monday.
